Haldeman, who resigned 
in April as President Nix- 
on’s closest White House 
lieutenant, moved from 
Washington early this 
month to remove his family 
from the tense atmosphere 
created by the various 
Watergate inquiries, in 
which he is a central figure. 

Haldeman said that a 
friend, Los Angeles stock 
broker Warren H. Crowell, 
offered the Newport Beach 
House, which is up for sale, 
until the Haldemans could 
find a permanent home. 

“I’m not paying any rent 
on it,” said Haldeman. “It 
belongs to an old family 
friend and nobody’s using it 
right now.” 

haldeman said he was 
spending his time watching 
the hearings, being with his 
family, sailing and assem- 
bling his papers from the 
White House years. He said 
he has given no thought yet 
to finding another job. 

He would not comment on 
the Watergate probe, but 
said that “when it is over” 
he would be willing to dis- 
cuss the “tragic tendency to 
overlook the history-making 
period of really important 
things.”
